"THERE SEEMS TO HAVE been quite a buzzing around the 
beehives recently—more buzzing than business, in fact. 

According to reports, Vancouver Island bees have been in- 
fected with the current trend to slow Up on production and have 
been lying down on the job. 

With the result that our local hives have produced an aver- 
age of onl¥ 20 pounds of’ honey per hive—as against twice as 
much in the Fraser .Valley. 

While the busy little bees in the interior of the province 


have shown them up badly—with an output of 115 pounds 
per hive. 


MODERN OUTLOOK? 

ERHAPS IT IS THAT those up-country bees are too far 

from bee-union headquarters to be affected by this sit-down 
strike on the coast. Or fnaybe our -island variety ‘have been 
absorbing some modern ideas on the value of leisure? 

But I recall from a dim recess of childhood memory the 
busy bee that used “to improve each shining hour and gather 
honey all the day from every opening flower.” 

Today's figures suggest that the bees, too, are cutting down 
their hours of work. And in view of the old-time poet whe 
warbled 

“Here in their bright metropolis of flowers, 
The banker bees are busy with their gold,” 
it looks as if their take-home pay, too, ain't what it used to be! 

It may even be that living on this lovely island, the bees 
have acquired the lotus-eating, leisurely habits attribiited-by 
some .envious outsiders to all its inhabitants. 


SHADES OF CATERPILLARS 
R PERHAPS it is, as. the experts have suggested, that the 
fall in production is a legacy jeft behind by the tent cater- 
pillars and other nasty pests. 

The spraying of the trees, while it made short work of the 
embryo caterpillars, also worked havoc with the bee's raw 
materials, we aré told 

And hives, like other contracting outfits, are:unable to go 
ahead with.their honey production as long as basic materials 
are in short supply 

At any rate that's the cause of the slow-down, as I] under- 
stand it, And I must admit that my knowledge of bees is purely 
superficial and confined solely to that acquired through pain- 
ful experience. 

CHAMPIONS THEIR CAUSE 

+ OWEVER, MY IGNORANCE didn't lessen my interest in a 
conversation I overheard in a barber shop the other day, 

while waiting to get my hair cut 

A masculine client idly introduced the subject of bees and 
valiantly championed their cause 

He was telling the operator who was trimming his locks of 
a letter received fromm a mutual friend who kept bees some- 
where or other in the country 

From only one hive that lucky beekeeper had been rewarded 
with no less than 150 pounds of honey 

“And what d’yer know? They want to get rid of that ‘ive, 
rather than feed 'em-this winter! So I wrote back and told ‘em 
‘those little jiggers have w ed ‘ard for you, the least you 
can do isto keep exclaimed indignantly 


AVERSE TO SWEARING 

HE WENT ON:: "T- reminded —em -that even if- it 
pahnds of ‘oney to them bees, they still 

pahnds to the good.” 

I was almost tempted to interject a “Hear, hear!” at that 
point, but decided I, had better keep quiet on my side of the 
curtain 

Buy I let out an involuntary chuckle when the bees’ cham 
pion added another little tidbit te my growing collection’ of 
bee-lore. 

“Funny. little jiggers, D’yer know that they won't 
stay with anyone who swears?” he asked the barber, who ad- 
mitted he had never heard it before and expressed surprise 


SO SENSITIVE? 

WONDERIF.THAT IS TRUE? I have never heard it before, 

either, but it sorts. of intrigting “explanations, 

Can it be that the bees’ ears are so sensitive that they are 
attuned only to sweet sounds? 

Or could it- be another instance of a vicious circle—of bees 
getting “ornery,” of inflicting on their owner what the poet 
described as “Each sting that bids not sit nor stand, but go!”
